I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
public  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1967°  There  are  many  encouraging 
features  to  report  and  I  feel  that  this  year's  statistics 
are  the  best  that  I  have  ever  reported  to  your  Council 0 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low,  the  total 
numbers  notified  being  236  compared  with  347  last  yearQ  The 
vast  majority  of  cases  notified  were  measles  and  there  were 
no  cases  of  any  of  the  serious  infectious  diseases  such  as 
typhoid,  paratyphoid,  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria0 
Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  continues  to  be  administered  in  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics.,  It  is  important  that  mothers  continue  to 
have  their  children  immunised  against  these  diseases  to  prevent 
the  illnesses  becoming  re-established  in  the  community0 
Measles  seem  to  be  the  last  of  the  common  infectious  diseases 
to  remain  with  us  in  any  numbers,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the 
introduction  of  measles  vaccination  over  the  next  few  years 
will  also  remove  this  disease  as  an  affliction  of  childhoodo 

Maternal  mortality  was  again  nil,  this  being  the  tenth 
successive  year  in  which  no  death  occurred  in  association  with 
childbirtho  This  is  a  cause  of  some  satisfaction  as  the  annual 
number  of  births  in  the  Borough  exceeded  500 0  The  actual  number 
of  babies  bom  during  the  current  year  was  514  which  was  less 
than  the  year  previously  (584)°  This  seems  to  be  part  of  a 
general  trend  throughout  the  country,  the  national  figures  for 
the  past  two  years  have  tended  to  drop  after  rising  steadily 
for  some  years  previously.. 

The  general  death  rate  was  less  than  last  year  (l0,9  per 
thousand  population  compared  with  12,67  previously),  the  total 
number  of  deaths  during  the  year  being  528  compared  with  615 
in  the  previous  12  months.  On  analysing  the  ages  at  death  it 
is  shown  that  75 ?o  of  all  deaths  in  the  Borough  occur  in  persons 
over  the  age  of  65 o  Coronary  heart  disease  was  once  again  the 
main  single  cause  of  death,  but  the  number  of  deaths  from  this 
cause  fell  from  145  to  133°  This  is  interesting  to  note  after 
seeing  rising  numbers  of  deaths  from  this  disease  for  a  number  of 


years o  Although  the  reason  is  unexplained  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  various  forms  of  cancer  dropped 
considerably  from  120  in  the  previous  year  to  71  during  this  year, 
and  for  once  I  do  not  have  to  give  my  customary  warning  about 
increasing  numbers  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung0  Deaths  from 
this  cause  in  the  current  year  dropped  to  19  compared  with  36  in 
the  previous  year*, 

It  is  satisfying  to  see  that  the  Councils  plans  for  reducing 
atmospheric  pollution  are  now  going  ahead 0  The  appointment  of  a 
full-time  Technical  Assistant  (Smoke  Control)  was  essential  to  deal 
with  the  work  associated  with  the  introduction  of  new  Smoke  Control 
Orders  and  the  expansion  of  this  work  which  is  envisaged  for  the 
next  few  yearso  Analysis  of  the  degree  of  pollution  continues  to 
be  carried  out  day  by  day  and  the  graphs  showing  the  amount  of 
sulphur  dioxide  and  smoke  show  a  significant  reduction  since  the 
first  smoke  control  areas  were  introduced „  It  is  my  opinion  that 
the  removal  of  atmospheric  pollution  and  reduction  in  cigarette 
smoking  are  the  two  main  factors  which  will  reduce  respiratory 
diseases  in  this  country „  It  is  a  fact  that  Great  Britain  has  the 
highest  rates  of  respiratory  disease  in  the  world0 

I  would  like  to  commend  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  who  have  been  carrying  out  meat  inspection  at  the 
Hillheads  abattoir,,  A  total  of  71*425  animals  were  inspected 
during  the  year  and  in  many  thousands  of  cases  the  examination  by 
the  Inspectors  resulted  in  part  of  the  carcase  being  condemned* 

For  example,  in  5*635  cases  meat  -  mainly  liver  -  was  found  to 
be  unfit  for  consumption  as  it  was  infected  by  flukes.  The  work 
of  the  Inspectors  at  the  slaughterhouse  is  appreciated  as  one 
realises  that  they  have  to  work  unusual  hours  at  personal  inconvenience 
to  themselveso 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Health  Department  staff  for  their  loyal  assistance  during  the  year, 
and  also  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  continued  interest  and  support  in  all  measures  aimed  at 
improving  the  health  of  the  public 0

foreshore  which  is  510  acres 0  It  continues  in  popularity  as  a  holiday 
resort  and  has  excellent  rail  and  bus  connections  to  and  from  all  parts 
of  the  country o  It  has  a  wide  variety  of  interests  and  entertainments 
with  the  picturesque  St«  Mary 5 s  Island  and  Lighthouse  at  the  North  end 
of  the  Bay0  Fine  golden  sands  stretch  for  nearly  two  mileso 

The  Borough  is  divided  electorally  into  eight  wards  which  are 
represented  by  twenty-four  councillors  and  eight  aldermen0  The  rateable 
value  now  stands  at  £1*496*9832  the  product  of  the  penny  rate  being 
£6*000o  The  population  at  mid-year  1967  was  38*380  an  increase  of  40o 
There  are  13*017  houses  in  the  area*  of  which  1*644  are  owned  by  the 
Borough  Council o

The  number  of  live  births  for  the  year  was  514  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  15° 4  per  1,000  population  283  of  these  were  males  and  231 
femaleso  The  Registrar  General’s  comparability  factor  is  lo06  which 
alters  the  birth  rate  for  the  area  to  14o2  per  1,000*  There  were  25 
male  and  16  female  illegitimate  births*  representing  8  per  cent 
of  the  total  births,  apd  the  number  of  still  births  was  3  representing 
o58  per  cent  of  the  total  births*  2  of  these  were  males  and  1  female*

528  deaths  were  recorded  by  the  Registrar  General,  consisting 
of  251  males  and  277  females*  The  crude  death  rate  for  the  area  was 
13o8  per  1,000  of  the  population,  but  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General’s 
comparability  figures  of  *79  reduces  this  figure  to  10*9°

The  Newcastle  Regional  Hospital  Board  administers  the  clinics* 
hospitals  and  sanatoria  dealing  with  treatment  necessary  for  Tuberculosis 
cases  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act*  1946 0  Other  infectious 
diseases  which  require  hospitalisation  are  treated  at  Moor  Park 
Hospital*  North  Shields  and  Walkergate  Hospital*  Newcastle  upon  Tyne0 

2o  Medical  and  Surgical  Cases 

These  are  mostly  treated  in  hospitals  arid  infirmaries  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Newcastle  Group  Hospital  Board  and  the

This  is  a  radio  controlled  service  administered  by  the  County 
Council o  The  Ambulance  Depot  is  at  Billheads  and  gives  a  24  hour 
daily  service 0 

60  First  Aid 

A  fully  equipped  station*  manned  by  qualified  personnel*  is 
operated  by  the  Borough  on  the  Central  Lower  Promenade  and  it  is 
of  great  service  to  visitors  and  residents  during  the  busy  season0 
The  personnel  consists  of  one  full  time  nurse  and  volunteer  members 
of  the  Sto  John  Ambulance  Brigade,,  666  cases  were  dealt  with  during 
the  season*  including  358  cases  of  injury  from  cuts  and  grazes*  many 
of  these  from  broken  glass0  62  of  these  cases  were  sent  to  hospital 
for  treatment o

on  the  Lower  Promenade 0  A  full  time  attendant  cares  for  the 
children  when  brought  in9  until  recovered  by  the  parent So  The

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Social  Services  Committee 
of  the  Borough  of  Whitley  Bay* 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  on  the 
operation  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Department <> 

The  outstanding  feature  concerning  environmental  health  in 
1967,  was  undoubtedly  the  establishment  in  practice  of  the  Council’s 
policy  to  make  our  town  free  from  smoke  as  soon  as  possible 0  Area 
No* 2  became  operative  in  September  and  Smoke  Control  Orders  were 
made  in  respect  of  Areas  No* 3  and  4  for  operation  in  1968c 

Also  to  the  credit  of  the  Council  is  the  completion  of  the 
installation  of  free  hand  washing  and  drying  facilities  in  all  public 
conveniences*  It  is  common  knowledge  that,  in  the  interests  of  public 
health,  people  should  wash  their  hands  after  using  the  lavatory  and 
neglect  of  this  simple  precaution  may  result  in  the  spread  of  diseases 
such  as  dysentery,  typhoid  and  food  poisoning*  It  is  now  up  to  the 
persons  and  committees  in  control  of  all  places  where  members  of  the 
public  congregate,  from  Youth  Clubs  to  Churches  to  Bingo  Halls,  to 
ensure  that  they  are  following  the  Council8 s  example,  by  maintaining 
hand  washing  and  drying  facilities  at  their  premises* 

’’The  reduction  of  noise  is  an  important  way  of  improving  the 
quality  of  the  environment”  is  a  statement  contained  in  Circular  22/67 
sent  to  all  local  authorities  in  April  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government*  At  present,  the  emphasis  is  on  reduction  rather  than 
prevention  of  noise  and,  for  example,  experiences  with  the  development 
of  club  premises,  employing  ’beat’  groups,  adjacent  to  domestic 
premises,  illustrates  the  need  for  careful  consideration  of  potential 
noise  nuisance  when  proposals  are  dealt  with  by  planning  authorities* 

The  interest  and  ability  of  the  members  of  the  Health  Department 
again  merits  my  appreciation  along  with  the  willing  co-operation  received 
from  members  of  other  Departments*  My  thanks  also  to  Dr*  Hay  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  1967*

Moveable  Dwellings 

(Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960) 

The  holiday  caravan  site  operated  by  Whitley  Bay  Holiday 
Centre  Limited ,  continued  to  expand  as  envisaged.  Following  an 
application  from  the  Company  in  June  the  Council  agreed  to  the 
modification  of  Licence  Conditions  relating  to  the  ratio  of 
sanitary  facilities  required  and  as  a  result  the  permitted  number 
of  caravans  on  the  Site  was  raised  from  210  to  450.  Several 
meetings  of  the  ’’Action  Committee”  took  place  during  the  year  to  aid 
liaison  between  the  Developer’s  proposals,  planning  requirements 
and  licence  conditions.  The  general  operation  of  the  Site  was 
satisfactory  although  delays  in  reaching  agreement  on  a  scheme  of 
landscaping  and  tree  planting  prevented  related  matters  of  layout 
being  decided  and  in  this  respect  I  trust  1968  will  see  final 
agreement  on  all  these  questions. 

The  Caravan  Club  Site  which  is  operated  at  Old  Hartley  and 
is  restricted  to  Club  Members,  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily.

The  value  of  notification  of  accidents  to  this  Department  was 
illustrated  when,  as  a  result  of  an  accident  enquiry,  the  insufficient 
guarding  of  food  slicing  machines  was  discovered,,  Investigations  brought 
about  the  fitting  of  improved  guards  to  30  such  machines  in  regular  use 
in  food  shops  in  the  Borough*  without  the  need  to  resort  to  legal 
enforcement. 

Safety  precautions  in  the  operation  of  water  heating  systems  in 
launderettes  was  the  subject  of  a  special  circular  from  the  Ministry 
of  Labour,  Copies  of  the  circular  were  obtained  and  distributed  to 
operators  of  launderettes.
